Mrs. Alvey Hyser, sister-in-law of 
the owner and the wife of the ten ­ 
ant. reported th a t she had been In 
the barn only a short while before 
the blaze was detected. S he said she 
had fed the horses in the afternoon, 
but did not detect the odor of smoke 
a t th a t time. B oth the farm owner 
and his brother were absent when 
fire broke out. 
The barn, a 30 by 50 foot structure, 
burned to the ground. Last in the 
blaze were a binder, mower, drill, 
corn planter a n d ’ wagon.
